It bol- 
sters an unworthy stereotype of 
the South to the delight of those 
who will gain from such a pic- 
ture. It inflames passions and in- 
timidates the moderate. 


Sen. Johnson is certainly a poli- 
tician. But there is nothing in his 
record that is base or false. He is 
skilled. .He is a parliamentarian 
of unusual ability. He is a maker 
of compromises, an essential in- 
gredient of party government. 


On the final day of the 1959 |, 


congressional session Sen. John- 
son announced agreement 
been reached so that adjourn- 
ment could be had to bring up 
the civil rights legislation in mid- 
February. No person then at- 
tacked him, No senator made ob- 
jection. No Southern newspaper 
then referred to him as a char- 
latan or traitor. 


Agreement Kept 


Yet, since he kept the agree- 
ment, attacks on him have not 
ceased. 


If one looks back at Sen. John- 
son’s record and searches out his 
words, it is plain the man be- 
lieves there should be protection 
of the right to vote and that basic 
rights of all citizens should be 
protected. To say he has no moral 
convictions is to betray an un- 
reasoning, malignant prejudice. 
He has never had any real chance 
at being nominated ‘for the presi- 
dency. This he knows. But he will 
have a great deal to say about 
who is selected. 


Sen. Johnson's ability to be a 
powerful influence will be the 
greater because he is on the right 
side of a moral issue. To oppose 
the right of citizens to vote and 
to argue that states’ rights guar- 
antee the right of discrimination 
if a state so chooses is not a po- 
sition which may be defended. 


Civil rights legislation will be 
yoted at this session. 


It will not include all the meas- 
ures introduced by Sen. Dirksen 
of Illinois. It will contain a bit 
more than the moderate White 
House bill introduced last year 


Mild Approach 


It was the Eisenhower measure 
which Sen. Johnson sought to get 
through the Congress in 1959. It 
was, and is, a mild approach. 
The tragedy of it is that the more 
Southern leadership 
so recognized it, but they were, 
and are, captives of the ex- 
tremists in their states and could 
not accept it. The nation, not 
merely the South, is paying a 
heavy penalty for not having man- 
aged in 1954 to develop a climate 
of discussion which would not be 
in the hands of those at the ex- 
treme ends of the spectrum. 


Sen. Johnson even now is, as 8 
man aware of his region’s prob- 
lems, obviously working on & 
measure less objectionable to the 
people of the Southeast and South- 
west, 


The South will lose. The nation 
will lose. Let the thoughtful man 
and woman today ask of himself 
what the thoughtful Negro citizen 
must be thinking as he watches 
this filibuster. Let the thoughtful 
citizen ask of himself what the 
rest of the world must be think- 
ing about the American way of 
life which we so strongly enunci- 
ate and to which we give so many 
pledges of loyalty. And let even 
those whose’ brains are on fire 
hesitate before they say they do 
not give a damn what the rest of 
the world thinks. 


Historians will, in the years 
ahead, evalue this period. And 
when they do, they will not apply 
to Sen. . Lyndon Jchnson _ the 
epithet of charlatan or traitor to

The 
warmth of the reception here in 
general equaled or surpassed the 
enthusiasm generated by his 
Asian tour Iast December. 


U. E. Baughman, chief of the 
U.S. Secret Service, estimated the 
crowd along the route at 450,000.

CEDARTOWN—Red-eyed from 
weeping and pale from weariness, 
Lorraine Stanga watched a Polk 
County jury file out of the court- 
room at 4:40 p.m. Wednesday 
carrying with it the life-or-death 
decision of her innocence or guilt 
in the Oct. 5, 1958, slaying. of 
Virgil Glenn Gray. 


Is she a “female Judas,” who 
lured a man to his murder by 
planting a ‘‘kiss or death on his 
brow’’? or is she a badly scared 
woman floundering helplessly in 
a net of circumstantial evidence 
spun by Hoyt Ledford, “. black- 
hearted fiend’’? 


Both pictures were presented 
to the jury in the last five hours 
of the trial which started Monday 
afternoon and had packed the 
Polk County courthouse with rec- 
ord crowds of spectators 12 hours 
a day since. 


The big freeze that hit Georgia 
Wednesday caused power failure 
throughout Cedartown.

The worst ice storm in 24 years 
threw Atlanta and north Georgia 
into confusion Wednesday, forc- 
ing the closing of schools, indus- 
trial plants and stores, and stall- 
ing traffic in scores of counties. 


Hundreds of families shivered 
in their homes Wednesday night 
after ice-loaded limbs fell and 
cut power lines, shutting off their 
automatic furnaces and their 
lights. 


Live power lines were popping 
and cracking in streets throughout 
the city Wednesday night. The

Georgia Power Co. said it had 
every available man on duty at- 
tempting to restore service. 


Street and highway traffic was 
forced to a craw! and the number 
of minor accidents ran into the 
hundreds. Many thousands were 
stranded Wednesday morning 


Power conditions were getting 
worse late Wednesday night, ac- 
cording to W. L. Westbrook, At- 
lanta division manager of the 
Georgia Power Co. Westbrook 
said crews from lesser-hit south 
Georgia areas were being rushed 
to Atlanta and Rome on an emer- 
gency basis. 


Six to eight of the 200 Atlanta 
circuits were completely out of 
commission, leaving about 15,000 
residents without electric service. 
The power conditions were con- 
sidered serious from 50 miles 
south of Atlanta to the northern 
boundaries of the state. 


Most of the trouble came from 
iced-up trees causing the limbs to 
fall upon the lines and either 
short circuiting them or breaking 
them completely. Westbrook said 
the situation would be serious as 
long as the freezing rain keeps 
falling. He said every available 
man was on the job to clear up 
the difficulties as soon as possible.

20 Defy Bomb Threat,

BOMB CALL 


Management reported receiving 
a telephone call that a bomb had 
been planted in the building. As- 
sistant Fire Chief Russell Camp- 
bell took over the public address 
system and asked all occupants 
of the building to leave while a 
search was made. 


The Negroes refused to leave 
and police hauled them to jail. 
Firemen searched the bus station 
but did not find any bomb. Wait- 
ing passengers returned to the 
building. 


In Florida demonstrations by 
Negro groups occurred at variety 
store lunch counters again in 
Tampa and also_spread to St. 
Petersburg. and Sarasota. No vio- 
lence was reported and none of 
the Negroes received service. 


250 IN NASHVILLE 


An estimated 250 Negroes took 
counter seats in half a dozen 
Nashville variety and drug stores 
during the day. Managers imme- 
diately closed the counters and 
stopped serving food. 


The demonstrations in Tennes- 
see and South Carolina occurred 
despite snow, sleet and icy rain 
in many areas. 


Fifty Negroes trudged through 
an icy drizzle in Columbia, S. C., 
and made the first such protest 
in that state’s capital city. The 
demonstrators, students from two 
church-supported institutions, ap- 
peared briefly at F. W. Wool- 
worth and Kress stores. Similar 
protests occurred recently in 
three other South Carolina cities. 

The South Carolina Legislature 
received five new bills aimed at 
outlawing lunch counter demon- 
strations. 


DRIVE TO REGISTER 


In another phase of the drive 
for civil rights, a campaign to 
register Negroes for voting got un- 
der way in Somerville, Tenn. 


The South, the border states and 
the southern half of the Midwest 
took the worst beating in a storm 
zone that extended 1,500 miles 
from the Rockies to Atlantic Coast 
states. 


Snowfalls ranging up to 6 inches 
were common in states as far 
apart as Kansas and North Caro- 
lina. 


Ten storm deaths were report- 
ed—6 in Texas, 3 in Kansas and 
1 in Missouri. 


Marshall, a city of 32,000 popu- 
lation in eastern Texas, was para- 
lyzed by an ice storm. A heavy 
coating of ice peeled limbs from 
trees and snapped power lines. 


Traffic and business came to a 
standstill in Marshall. Many 
homes and shops that depended 
on electricity to operate gas fur- 
naces lacked heat and light. 


The worst snowstorm of the win- 
ter lashed the St. Louis area and 
portions of Missouri and southern 
Illinois. Five inches accumulated 
by evening and still more fell. 


Up to 10 inches was forecast 
for southeastern Missouri. U.S. 
Highways 61 and 67 were snowed 
shut in that area. Schools in Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., were ordered 
closed Thursday.

Paralyzing snow and ice storms spread across much 
of the nation Wednesday, closing schools and stores, 
blocking roads and cutting off small towns. 


and parochial schools in St. Louis 
County were closed and dozens of 
basketball games canceled. 


The storm was the third heavi- 
est since 1910 in southern Illinois 
with 8 to 10 inches on the ground 
and heavy flakes still swirling 
down. Schools closed in several 
communities. Major roads _ re- 
mained passable, but dangerous. 


Heavy snow warnings—from 3 
to 10 inches—were extended from 
Missouri, most of Illinois, Indiana, 
lower Michigan, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, west and central 
North Carolina, southeastern Wis- 
consin and sections of Arkansas. 


Power lines were downed by 
ice and wind in several commu- 
nities in northeastern Alabama. 


Hundreds of automobiles were 
abandoned around Knoxville, 
Tenn. 


All schools in the Little Rock 
area were closed. 


The Army dispatched troops 
and bulldozers to open roads 
through 6-foot drifts to beleaguer- 
ed farms and ranches in south- 
eastern Colorado, where 4,000 cat- 
tle lacked feed. Old-time ranchers 
in the area said the snow and cold 
combination was the worst in al- 
most 60 years.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)—A cab driver whose wife was seek- 
ing an annulment and an order to restrain him from violence shot 


her and her attorney outside a Superior Court room Wednesday 
and then killed himself. ' 


Jeremiah Cozzens, 59, died at Mission Emergency Hospital 
after shooting himself in the head. 


His wife, Winifred, 36, and her lawyer, John Lockley, 47, also 
were taken to the hospital in serious condition. 


A half dozen shots rang out in the corridor of the courtroom 
on the fourth floor of City Hall just before court was to reconvene 
in mid-afternoon. There were a number of people in the corridor. 


Lockley staggered into the court of Judge J. Norman Elking- 
ton and whispered, “Your honor, I’ve been shot.” He collapsed 
across the lawyers’ table. 


Mrs. Cozzens and her husband lay bleeding in the corridor 
outside. Court Clerk William C. Halkens said Cozzens ‘‘seemed to 
have a big hole in his head.” 


Judge Elkington was hearing an application to restrain Coz- 
zens from doing violence to his wife and disposing of their property. 


Mrs. Cozzens was suing for an annulment of their Feb. 4 
marriage in Las Vegas, Nev., contending Cozzens had forced her 
at gun-point to accompany him to Nevada for the marriage cere- 
mony. She said he had threatened her repeatedly with a loaded 
gun since. Cozzens denied the charges.

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A Way To Raise 
Our Teachers’ Pay 


If local participation in school fi- 
nancing had increased in anywhere near 
the same proportion as that of the state, 
Georgia teachers would not now be 
clamoring for deserved pay raises. They 
would be among the best paid in the land. 

In the decade from 1948-49 through 
1958-59, teacher salaries in the state 
were increased by -116 per cent. This 
was the second greatest percentage in- 
crease in the land, topped only by Mis- 
sissippi. 

During the same period, expendi- 
tures per pupil increased by 94.7 per 
cent—third highest increase of all states. 

Even with this big increase in state 
expenditures, however, Georgia last year 
ranked 40th among all states in average 
teacher salaries and 45th in current ex- 
penditures per pupil. 

The reason for this low relative 
standing can be found in the fact that 
while Georgia ranks about fifth from the 
top in the percentage of revenue from 
state government it is in 46th position 
in local financial support of schools. 

It thus should be obvious to any- 
body that the majority of local com- 
munities have failed in their responsi- 
bilities to education. The state now pays 
more than 70 per cent of the total bill 
and will be paying considerably more 
than that unless determined efforts are 
made to correct an ad valorem tax 
structure which has the state and its 
schools in a financial strait jacket. 

Equalization of tax assessments 
throughout Georgia is the only way the 
state can meet adequately its education 
bill. It is the only way local communi- 
ties can maintain their identity and pre- 
vent further economic and human ero- 
sion. It is the only way they can pre- 
vent their becoming total wards of the 
state. 

The state can and will do its part— 
as has been amply demonstrated. But if 
local communities and their leaders re- 
fuse to face up to their own responsi- 
bilities, the task of educating Georgia’s 
children and of paying teachers a decent 
wage cannot be done.

A surrendered city 
is a lonely place. 
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Auburn Has Company 
In Its Traffic Abuses 


The Barrow County Grand Jury’s 
hard-hitting criticism of the City of 
Auburn’s traffic arrest records should 
lead to further investigation into the sit- 
uation with a view toward bringing about 
whatever corrective actions are neces- 
sary. 

Judging from the grand jury’s find- 
. Ings, many things are wrong with the 
town’s handling of traffic. 

Jury Foreman J. Guy Ouzts said no 
records were kept of cases made after 
O¢tober, 1959, and that there was in- 
formation to the effect there had never 
been an audit of the books. 

Other findings include such things as 
an unusually large number’ of traffic 
arrests, fines varying from $10 to $22.50 
on cases involving the same charge and 
the collection of $900 in fines and bond 
forfeitures in a single month. 

Thé«jury also found it necessary to 
call upon Auburn officials to turn over 
all cases of driving under the influence 
of alcohol to the Superior Court “where 
they are by law to be tried.” 

Auburn, of course, is not the only 
place in Georgia where grounds for criti- 
cism of traffic handling has been found. 

Any county or municipality that op- 
erates on the fee system is suspect. Any

town or county that depends upon col- 
lection of fines and bond forfeitures as 
a principal source of income makes a 
mockery of local government. 

Unhappily, Georgia has a good many 
that fall into either or both of the above 
categories.

He thus weakens his effectiveness 
in the even more important school ques- 
tion.

Does America Overwork 
Use of Soviet Yardstick? 


There is something sadly out of focus in the current tendency 
to measure everything this country does or doesn’t do in any field 
against what the Soviets say they are doing or what some Americans 
think they may do. We see signs of this preoccupation with Russia 


every day in ways large and small. 


A politician will urge more 
river development in America be- 
cause of what the Soviets are sup- 
posedly doing in their country. 
We are told we must spend much 
more on foreign aid because the 
Soviets are beginning to get into 
that field. 

Some say we face certain ca- 
tastrophe if we don’t have exact- 
ly the same number of missiles 
as Moscow at the exact same mo- 
ment, whereas actually if we 
stress research we are likely to 
have much better missiles for the 
future. And some contend that we 
must give Washington much 
greater power over our lives in 
‘order to keep our economic lead 
over Russia. . 


Take this last point as an ex- 
ample of much of the prevalen 
thinking. The Soviet economy is 
allegedly growing at a much fast- 
er rate than ours and those who 
flatly predict it is going to ‘‘over- 
take” ours assume that it will 
continue to grow at present rates. 
That is a dubious assumption, for 
as an economy gets bigger its 
rate of growth naturally tends to 
decline somewhat. 


But suppose the Soviets could 
at some future time equal the af- 


consider that possibility auto- - 


matically a threat to us? 


To be sure, such an unusual 
achievement for a Communist na- 


f 


tion might impress the presently 
“uncommitted” countries but in a 
broader sense it might be a 
healthy development. The reason 
is that free economic choice, 
which is what has created the 
abundance in this country, can- 
not be divorced from free politi- 
cal choice. So when people talk 
about the Soviet economy reach- 
ing our levels—in quality as well 
as quantity—then what they must 
really mean is that the totalitari- 
an Communist system is going to 
be considerably diluted by politi- 
cal liberty. 

We hasten to add that we don’t 
necessarily believe anything like 
that is going to happen; we are 
not presuming to predict. What 
we are saying is that some of 
those who are so glumly preoccu- 
pied with Russia may be letting 
their obsession get in the way of 
the present realities. And the 
trouble is that some, including a 
number of politicians, then go on 
to demand that the United States 
in effect start imitating . Soviet 
regimentation as the only hope of 
outdistancing Russia’s imagined 
future feats. . 

In that there is no hope at all. 
It is all Very well to try to know 
the enemy; it is obviously neces- 
sary to maintain a strong defense. 
But to measure every American 
achievement against an 
Soviet future is to use a very 
strange yardstick, indeed.

Nuclear Task Force 


IsPlanned by NATO 


- ~ Project Unveiled by Norstad; 


Fourth Atomic Power Seen

PARIS (?—Gen. Lauris Norstad announced Wed- 
nesday plans to create an international nuclear striking 
force within the North Atlantic Alliance.

‘The American commander of 
the Allied powers in Europe said 
“the force would be built around a 

small nucleus of men provided by 
“the United States, Britain, and 

France—the alliance’s three nu- 
clear powers. The project would 
start with each country contribut- 
ing one battalion, making the 
force the equivalent of a regimen- 
_tal combat team. 


_ Armed with conventional as well 
as nuclear weapons, the new force 
May eventually include as many 

‘as eight of the alliance’s 15 mem- 
bers, Norstad said. 


«In Washington, the U.S. State 
~Department endorsed the project. 


Some observers saw creation of 
the force as a first step toward 
NATO’s becoming the West's 
“fourth atomic power.” British 
government sources in London 
, said NATO defense ministers will 
,debate this at a meeting later 
this month. 


«* The fourth-power idea has been 
put forth in some Western circles 
‘as the answer to the high costs in 
the process of the making of 
atomic weapons by each country. 
Discussion of this idea has in- 
creased since France tested its 
first atomic device in the Sahara 
Feb. 13. Norstad himself has 
_spoken of the fourth-power concept 


and repeated it today. 


Norstad said the new force will 
be integrated and under one com- 
mand. This indicates a shift in 
position by President De Gaulle, 
who has balked at integrating 
France’s air forces and Medi- 
terranean naval squadron. 


De Gaulle has insisted that his 
forces committed to NATO should 
retain their own national identity 
while still cooperating within the 
alliance. This has posed serious 
problems for Norstad, who argues 
that integration is particularly 
vital in the area of aerial attack 
and defense. 


Norstad said today he is very 
optimistic about arriving at a so- 
lution of the air integration ques- 
tion. 


The supreme commander said 


each of the Western Big Three na- |’ 


tions will be asked to contribute 
a battalion, to make a task force 
totaling between 2,500 and 3,000 
men. Later two more nations will 
be asked to add a battalion each. 
Eventually the force could be built 
to divisional strength, with up to 
eight countries contributing. Nor- 
stad did not name the additional 
nations. British sources expect 
West Germany and Belgium to be 
among them.

Atlantic coast town of 40,000. Stunned survivors 


streamed away. 


The estimate of more than 3,000) 


dead—three times the original Mo- 
roccan government figure—was 
made by Dr. Albert A. Rainhard, 
who flew in from International 
Red Cross headquarters at Ge- 
neva. 


That would be the greatest toll 
of an earthquake since 23,000 
were killed at Erzingan, Turkey, 


"Dec. 27, 1939. 


Rainhard said more than 5,000 
had been injured by Agadir’s two 
giant temblors, fires, and the lash 
of a tidal wave across the white 
beaches early Tuesday. 


No one could say for certain 
how many bodies lay under the 
mountainous rubble of twisted 
steel and crumbled walls. Most 
of the victims were Berbers and 
Arabs, but there were a number 
of Europeans and a few Ameri- 
can tourists. 


There were some still living, 
trapped by fallen beams and 
girders, or huddled in makeshift 
haven beneath the cover of piled 
wreckage. 


Overhead the powerful engines 
of U. S. and French military 
transports roared in an airlift 
carrying in medicines and other 
supplies and carrying out the in- 
jured to hospitals set up at other 
Moroccan cities. 


Medical teams gave aid at a 
hospital set up at the French air- 
base outside Agadir.

In Male-Prejudiced Business

Scholarship on a par and 
sometimes above that of a man 
in the South’s top engineering 
school doesn’t necessarily guar- 
antee salaries equal to male 
grads for Georgia Tech’s girl 
graduates. 


The difference In salaries, say 
two girl graduates from Tech 
who are working in Atlanta, is 
their pet peeve. 


“Small companies in the 
South, and Atlanta particularly, 
are especially bad about trying 
to wheedle you out of money 
just because you’re a woman,’’ 
said Paula Stevenson, a Tech 
graduate in textile chemistry 
in 1958 and an honor student. 
“T've noticed that ads for the 
same positions will offer $100 
less in the female Help Wanted 
column than in the male Help 
Wanted column.” 


Miss Stevenson, who is work- 
ing as a chemist in the indus- 
trial hygiene laboratory for the 
State Health Department, said 
she preferred to stay in Atlanta 
to work, but could find no posi- 
tion in the field of textile re- 
search and development. 


“I’m only using two-thirds of 
my degree, since I’m not work- 
ing in textiles,’’ Miss Steven- 
son explained. “‘I would like to 
get into textiles, but working 
with samples of radiated water, 
as I’m doing now, is an interest- 
ing field and might lead to 
something.” 


SALARY DISCRIMINATION 


Miss Stevenson’s complaint 
about discrimination in salaries 
doesn’t apply to large corpora- 
tions or industries, she said, 
adding that in the northeast and 
western sections of the country 
salaries are higher. 


Barbara Cass, a 1959 gradu- 
ate from Tech who majored in 
building construction in archi- 
tecture, said her complaint is 
that men are considered for 
raises sooner. 


“I love my job and what I’m 
doing is just about as close as 
I can get to what I was trained 
to do, but I know I’m not mak- 
ing as much as the men with 
whom I graduated,” she con- 
tinued. Miss Cass is a code 
specialist with Urban Renewal. 
She reviews housing and build- 
ing codes for cities requesting 
federal aid for urban renewal. 


Another graduate from Tech, 
in the textile manufacturing 
field, is Irene Davenport who is 
now working in the physical 
testing laboratory at Callaway 
Mills in LaGrange. Like Miss 
Stevenson, Miss Davenport feels 
she hasn‘t found her particular 
niche in industry yet. 


“TI would prefer going into tex- 
tile. design but was adviced to 
get experience in a mill first,” 
she said, ‘‘I may be on the road 
to what I want but I’m not sure.” 


Her sex has been a handicap 
in salary classification, Miss 
Davennort said. ‘‘Men who grad- 
uate from Tech are hired as 
trainees here. They don’t know 
just what to do with me, and I 
get just a little over half a boy’s 
salary.” 


GIRLS PAID LESS 


She expalined that the textile 
industry as a whole doesn’t pay 
well, but added, “As far as I 


know, though, most girls who 
graduate from Tech are not paid 
as much for the same job as 
men graduates.”’ 


Though their take-home enve- 
lopes may not be as far as their 
former fellow classmates (evi- 
dently a situation which extends 
to working women as a whole, 
not just girl grads of Tech), 
the female Tech graduates are 
proud of their unusual claim to 
fame. 


Though these women may be 
more versed in technical sub- 
jects than others of the fairer 
sex, they contend they’re not 
“a peculiar breed.” Like most 
girls with an education, they 
want to put it to work, and on 
the same level as men. And 
like many women today, they 
want to combine marriage and 
a career. 

Miss Cass, who is to be mar- 
ried in March, said she will con- 
tinue to work after her mar- 
riage. “I spent all this time 
learning something, and I’m 
going to use it,’’ she declared. 

With a laugh, she added it 


was a lucky thing her fiance 
can cook, since ‘I can’t cook, 


can't sew, can’t do anything 
around the house but 
watch TV.” 


Miss Stevenson, who has no 
plans for marriage yet, said she 
hopes to marry someone who 
won’t mind a wife with a ca- 
reer. Miss Davenport de- 
scribed herself, however, as 
‘‘not the all-consuming career 
type,” and said she might 
quit work if and when she mar- 
ried. 


A graduate of Wellesley Col- 
lege in Wellesley, Mass., before 
she entered Georgia Tech, Miss 
Davenport said she would be in 
favor of more emphasis on lib- 
eral arts at the engineering 
school. 


“Girls at Tech miss a Jot, 
particularly in social sciences 
and literature. Just technical 
subjects can be an awful grind, 
and it is difficult for the very 
young students who go there 
right after high school,” Miss 
Davenport said. “I was lucky 
in that I already had my study 
habits formed, and was used to 
doing a lot of library work.”

CEDARTOWN — The murder 
trial of Lorraine Stanga, an 
admitted Atlanta hotel call girl, 
has brought out the biggest 
crowds the beautiful, spacious, 
mahogany-panelled Polk County 
courtroom has ever seen. 


Every seat has been taken 
since the day the trial began 
and all day long and far into 
every night people have stood 
jammed together in the aisles 
and against the windows. After 
school the teen-agers join the 
throng. The courtroom becomes 
oppressively hot, bailiffs open 
windows to the cold March wind 
and Judge A. W. Foster, watch- 
ing the Coke bottles and the 
sandwiches circulating, regret- 
fully issues an order: 


“Mr. Sheriff, if people must 
eat and smoke they'll have to 
leave the courtroom. This is 
not a picnic ground.” 


At one point during the trial 
I found myself sitting on the 
floor beside the judge’s chair 
with lawyers and townspeople 
crowding up the step behind me, 
listening intently, peering curi- 
ously at the defendant. 


Last week at the Winder mur- 
der trial of a farmer accused 
of killing his wife there were 
plenty of seats. People in the 
community were interested in 
the outcome of the case but they 
did not fill the courtroom—for- 
getting meals and household 
tasks and farm chores, to hear 
and see the trial. 


What does this trial have that 
which the other one didn’t? 


I may be wrong but I think 
the answer is a woman. A 
woman charged with murder is 
a curious, challenging thing. It 
happens often enough, heaven 
knows, but still it baffles us. 


How did a young woman—a 
pretty young woman, with 
bright brown eyes and hair, 
and skin the color of a tea rose 
—come to such a pass as this? 


Of course, Lorraine Stanga is 
another kind of phenomenon to 
most women. She is that rare, 
little-known figure of mystery, 


 @ prostitute. 


“T never saw one before” a 
Cedartown matron whispered to 
me. “I told my husband I hate 
to be one of those women who 
rushes up to the courthouse to 
stare at some poor unfortunate 
on trial. But, honey, I just had 
to come and see what one... 
one of those ladies looks like.” 


Except for the evidence in the 
‘@ase and her own admission 
there would be nothing to make 
Lorraine Stanga seem different 
from other women. She is better 
looking than most, it’s true, but 
not so marvelously beautiful 
that the average woman can un- 
derstand how a man would pay 
$500 for a weekend with her. 


Her demeanor on the witness 
stand was marked by similari- 
ties to other women, rather 
than differences. She smiled 
and wept and once broke down 
and cried aloud. She gestured 
with her hands—very pretty, 
shapely hands, with long, un- 
varnished nails. 


In the midst of a tale of in- 
volvement in the business of 
prostitution and a_ horrible, 
bloody death, she brought in lit- 
tle touches familiar to all wom- 
“en. 


“It was Saturday,” she said, 
“and I had to go to the shop- 
ping center and buy some things 
for the weekend.” 


She spoke of her children— 
a girl, 11, and a boy, 9~—and 
her concern that they never 
know what she is and how her

BOSTON (#}—Willem Van Rie, philandering Dutch 
radio operator, was cleared of murder Wednesday in the

The acquittal verdict by an all- 
male jury not only spared Van 
Rie’s life but set him free on the 
spot. Once he clears up his status 
with immigration authorities he 
may be on his way home to his 
native Netherlands. 


Van Rie, 31, threw his hands 
to his head and broke into a 
misty-eyed grin as the verdict 
climaxed an all-night marathon in 
which the jury deliberated for al- 
most 15 uninterrupted hours.

Charged with first degree mur- 
der, punishable by death, Van Rie 
made a dramatic, last-minute ap- 
peal to the jury at the close of 
his trial Tuesday. This was a pre- 
rogative granted him under an 
ancient form of English law still 
followed in Massachusetts, one of 
the original 13 American colonies. 


Said Van Rie, in a chin-quav- 
ering voice: “I never did this, 
as God is my witness. The sin of 
adultery I committed with Lynn 
Kauffman, but there are no other 
sins.”’ 

The jury took him at his word 
and, inferentially, agreed with the 
defense suggestion that Miss 
Kauffman, for some unexplained 
reason, took her own life in a 
plunge over the Utrecht’s side. 

“T think it was suicide, defi- 
nitely I think it was suicide,” 
Van Rie told newsmen after his 
acquittal. “I have many reasons 
for this.”

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N.Y. Broker Admits 
Theft of $250,000 


NEW YORK (AP) — A Wall; 
Street broker with a weakness for 
high-stakes Las Vegas gambling 
and New York's night clubs 
Wednesday admitted using his ex- 
pert knowledge of business ma- 
chines to steal more than a quar- | 
ter of a million dollars from his 
firm 

Frank B. Haderer, 50, an $18,- 
000-a-vear vice president of Wal- 
ston & Co., made a full statement 
to the district attorney's office 
when the nine years’ series of 
thefts were discovered by an 
audit. 


He paid back a small amount | 
of the $270,000 he obtained by 
dawn juggling of the bookkeeping | 
data recorded on punched Interna- 
tional Business Machine cards, | 
and made a clean breast of his 
methods, the office of Dist. Atty. 
Frank S. Hogan said. 


No clients’ accounts were in- 
volved and the loss is covered 
by insurance. Walston has 68 of- 
fices in 61 cities. 


Haderer, a specialist in broker-' 


age accounting procedures has 
been a broker since 1929 and a 
member of Walston since 1949. 


He told the district attorney that 


‘he used to come to the office at 


5:30 a.m. or on a Sunday. He 
would punch IBM cards showing 
smaller amounts than was cred- 
ited to company income from in- 
terest charged margin accounts. 
Then he would punch the differ- 
ence on cards carrying his or his 
wife’s stock exchange account 
with the firm. (Employes are per- 
mitted to trade on the stock ex- 
change through their own firms.) 
He would then purchase stock us- 
ing the personal accounts and sell 
it for cash. 


He spent the money on frequent 
visits to Las Vegas gambling 
tables and at many of New York's 
leading night clubs where he had 
charge accounts, Hogan's office 
said.

export subsidy to be fulfilled.” 


Japan, Russia Sign 
3-Year Trade Pact 


TOKYO (P—Japan and the 
Soviet Union Tuesday Signed a 
three-year trade agreement ex- 
panding commerce. 


The wishes for greater ex- 
change of goods at the signing 
ceremonies contrasted with the 
sharp tone of exchanges be- 
tween Japan and Russia during 
the past week over Japan’s se- 
curity pact with the United 
States. 


The trade treaty provides for 
export of $230 million worth of 
Japanese goods to the Soviet 
Union during the next three 
years, and the import of about 
$210 million worth of Soviet 
goods.

The Jewish Community Center in Atlanta is the 
scene of much creative activity for young people these 
days.

children to accept and absorb the 
lessons with enthusiasm. 


The class was conceived by 
Mrs. Silver and she*began teach- 
ing it last fall. To date, she has 
held two sessions of the course, 
deliberately limiting the number 
of pupils so that each can get 
personalized attention from the 
teacher. 


In instructing her pupils Mrs. 
Silver uses the demonstration- 
preparation technique. After 
watching her prepare a dish, each 
student is supplied with the essen- 
tial ingredients and tries to re- 
create the preparation on his own. 


While I was there, teacher and 
class went through this cycle and 
produced nine Hawaiian (or 
candle) salads, one of which was 
offered to me for evaluation. I 
concluded that this had been a 
rewarding class for teacher and 
class alike. The salad was simple 
and interesting to put together.

Place one pineapple slice on 
each lettuce cup.

The course, in addition to ca- 
tering only to the very young, is 
unique also in its method, which 
teaches the customs of the coun-

“On 
the more. difficult projects they 
are divided into groups and they 
are marvelous at working togeth- 
er.” The making of French 
Eclairs proves this statement.

Eggs are of such high nutri- 
tive value that they should be 
included in our normal every- 
day diet.

portant that the homemakers 
know something about egg quali- 
ty, grades, color, sizes of eggs 
and especially care of this ver- 
satile food. 


A high-quality egg when bro- 
ken out on a plate has a high 
standing yolk, well-centered and 
banked in thick white. There 
is a little thin white. 


As the egg loses quality, the 
air cell becomes larger due to 
moisture loss. Thick whites 
become thin. The yolk floats to 
the side or top of the egg. 


When broken out on a plate, 
the lower quality egg has a flat- 
tened yolk and the white is 
watery and thin. 


Blood spots that form when 
the egg is produced, can be 
lifted out of the egg before 
cooking. 


Eggs are graded on the basis 
of outside appearance, weight 
and interior quality. Interior 
quality is judged by candling, 
which consists of holding and 
turning the egg before a beam 
of light strong enough to observe 
the interior.

Lower qualities 
may be economically used for 
other cooking. 


Shell color may vary from 
white to deep brown. Color is 
a breed characteristic. Shell col- 
or does not affect the flavor. the 
nutritive value or the cooking 
performance. Neither is it a 
guide to yolk color. 


The yolk color may vary from 
light to deep yellow. Yolk color 


is influenced by heredity and 
diet. 


Eggs are grouped according 
to size. Most eggs fall into the 


extra large, large, medium and 
small. 


Proper refrigeration helps to 
maintain the original quality of 
eggs. Eggs may be stored com- 
mercially for several months at 
temperatures as low as 32 de- 
grees. In the home, quality is 


maintained by storage in the 
refrigerator. 


RE-FREEZING FOODS? 


What about re-freezing foods? 
Has something like the follow- 
ing ever happened to you? 


You’ve taken hamburgers out 
of the freezer for the family. 


‘Your husband phones to say an 


old school friend is in town, 
and that he would like to bring 
his pal home for a steak din- 
ner. Sure, you answer amiably. 
But like a thrifty wife, you're 
thinking: is it safe to put those 
hamburgers back into the 
freezer? 


Yes, if the meat is still firm 
and ice crystals remain. But 
label them, and for best quality 
and flavor use the meat as 
soon as possible after re-freez- 
ing. In emergency situations, 
this gauge of firmness and ice 
crystals may be applied to all 
foods. Once a food has thawed 
completely, do not re-freeze it. 


LAMB GRADE CHANGE 


Revised standards for federal 
grades of lamb, yearling mut- 
ton and mutton carcasses be- 
came effective March 1, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 


The new standards reduce the 
minimum requirements in the 
Prime and Choice grades. The 
importance of conformation and 
external finish is increased, and 
emphasis placed on internal 
factors in valuating quality is 
reduced. 


Average fatness in the Prime 
and Choice grades is lowered 
as a result of the changes. 


Conformation requirements for 
lambs in the Prime and Choice 
grades are reduced about one- 
half grade. Quality require- 
ments for very young lambs are 
reduced in the Prime grade by 
about a full grade and in the 
Choice grade about two-thirds 
of a grade. 


Emphasis has been reduced 
on “feathering’’ (fat intermin- 
gled with lean) between the ribs 
and increasing the emphasis on 
firmness of the meat. Overflow 
fat, or fat over the ribs on the 
inside of the carcass, is elim- 
inated as a measure of quality.
